of the Mint , fuggejling the expediency of feme alterations 
in its eftablifiment, to render it lefs expenfive to the public, 
and more accommodating to depofitors. The report is ac- 
companied with Jlatements of the gold , fiver and copper 
coins, ijfued from the Mint, from its commencement to the 
24 th of the lafi month, accounts of the gold and fiver bul- 
lion, which has been depof ted, and. an account of wafiagc, 
and a defcit in the fiver coinage, which require an appro- 
priation of two thoufaud eight hundred and twenty dollars 
and feventy one cents, to rcimburfc depofitors.

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THE Director of the Mint of the United States, 
7 efp eel fully n ports to the Prejident of the United States 
on the fate of the MINT — 

T HAT during the experience of twelve months, he 
has turned his attention (as far as has been in his 
power) to the inftitution under his care. He has feen 
with regret an opinion generally prevailing, that the efta- 
bhflimenr is unneceffarily expenfive, and lefs produdive 
than was rationally expeded by its advocates and friends. 

The Diredor fin ling feme foundation for the charge,* 
has endeavored to difeover the caufe, as nothing appears 

in the general nature of the inflitution, to warrant the 
idea. 

The iflue of the enquiry is, that the extraordinary ex- 
pences attending the Mint, are in a great meafure, owin j 
to its original plan and the principles on which it was es- 
tablifhed. Among others, the whole coinage, including 
the refinement of the precious metals, was di reded by law 
to be executed at the public expence, the depofitor being 
fully indemnified from all charges whatever: On this 
principle, not only the original coft of the works, and the 
falanes of the ftated officers, fall on the public ; but alfo 
the whole amount of the workmanfhip. with the alloy 
wattage and contingent Ioffes. 

The want of experimental knowledge in the bufinefs 
at the fir ft eftabliftiment of the Mint prevented any tole- 
rable precife effimate of the expences neceffarily attending 
t epiocels ; but foon after the commencement of the bu- 
linefs, it was found impradicable to proceed with pro- 
priety, unlels an addition was made to the effablifhrnent 
by the appointment of a Melter and Refiner 
This important and neceffary officer, is not known in 
toieign Mints, as the precious metals are there generally 
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depofited of the proper flandard, or above it ; or they are 
purchafed by the Mint, and become public property ; 
there being profdl'ronal refiners independent of the Mints 
whofe bufmefs it is to purify metals under flandard ; b at 
there being no fiich at tiffs in this city who follow the bu- 
finds. it became indifpcnfably necelfary to execute tuts 
fervice in the Mint. 

This circumftance was not forefeen. or if forefeen, was 
confidercd as included in the duties of the A(Taye r ; but 
the necedity of foelTential a check on that othcer, forbad 
this meafure, had it been otherwife practicable. 1 his 
added confiderably to the annual expences of the Mint. 

Formerly the DireCtor could not make any char:; tor 
this procels, againfl depofitors ; the whole expence t iere- 
fore fell on the public. Thus on allaying one depolii of 
about 96.000 oz. of Elver bullion, it turned out near 
24.000 oz, under ilandard ; to refine winch, it cod the 
United States upwards of 500I. fo that the depofitor real- 
lv gained that fum, by bringing his bullion to the Mint. 
This operated very unequally among depofitors. 1 he 
citizen who brought bullion in this debafed date, to the 
Mint, rcc- ived as much coin for the flandard Elver there- 
in, as he whole bullion was previoufty refined equal to the 
flandard, and ready for coining at a very trilling expence. 

Again, the inditution of the Mint, without any ap- 
propriation of capital, cither to purchafe the precious 
metals in bullion, anticipate payments due on depofits, 
or to coin for the public, has been another caufe of very 
confiderable expence. Depending upon depofitors a- 
lonefor the precious metals, it became necedary tor their 
encouragement and latisfaflion to coin every depofit as 
foon as pofiibie after it came into the Trealury of the 
Mint, to prevent its remaining unproductive to the de- 
pofitor ; by which means the clippings and grains were 
oblige d to be incited and coined as they arole, often three 
or four times for one depofit. 

Thus the melting, refining and coining a depofit of 
200 oz. of fiivcr, or 20 oz. of gold, would coil the pub- 
lic nearly as much as 1OCO oz. of either, and a much 
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greater proportional waftage ; where'as could tne bullion 
be purchafed for the public at the market price, and kept 
in the vaults till a large quantity might be coined at once 
or a capital of about ten thoufand dollars be allowed to 
the Mint, fo as to anticipate the payments to depofitors 
without being obliged to an immediate coinage on every 
occafion, a very great public laving would take place, not 
only as to the waif age, but in the expenditure of the ma- 
terials and labour uled in the procefs, and no injury done 
to the United States, but in the loan of the money for a 
fhort time. In a word, the difference would be much 
the fame, as between the wholelaie merchant and the 
huckfter. 

This meafure would all'o have a tendency to hx tne 
price of bullion, and indemnify the public for lome part 
of the expence of coinage. The only queftion that would 
arife is, whether, on the principles of political economy, 
it would be a prudent meafure on the part of govern- 
ment ? Suppofe the expences of coinage, including was- 
tage, to be fixed at three per centum to the depofitor, 
while in foreign countries, it colls nothing. I he con- 
lequence would be, that bullion in America, might vary 
its price three per cent, according to the balance of trade; 
while bullion in thofe countries mull be fuppoled invari- 
able in its price, let the balance of trade (land as it will. 
Bullion then, in thofe countries will always be at the 
highefl price it ever can beat in America, fince it is tne 
price of coin ; but in America it may be three per cent, 
lower. If therefore the United States, by coining free of 
all expence, contribute to keep the price of bullion high- 
er than it is in countries where the coinage is paid lor, a 
voluntary expence is created, of which there can be no 
juft reafon to complain. 

A reprefentation of lome of thefe difficulties, with the 
dangerous fituation of the Mint, for want of protecting 
laws to lecure the inftruments of coinage, the metals and 
the coin, as all'o to prevent counterfeits, has been hereto- 
fore made by the officers of the Mint, with but little o- 
ther fuccefs, than a refolution of Congrefs, enabling the 


Director (o retain the cxpcnce of refining the precious 
metals under flandard ; but the wattage, alloy and coin- 
age, are ftill dead charges on the public Treafurv. 

While therefore this policy, on the whole, is confider- 
cd as beneficial to the United States, the complaints a- 
gainft the Mint for its heavy expences to the public, are 
without folk! foundation, as it is impoffible to carry on 
an inttitution of this nature, under thefe circumftances, 
and which requires from 15 to 20 workmen and labour- 
ers to attend it, without great expence. Add to this, that 
the alloy of filverand copper, with the lols by necelfarv 
waflage, mutt unavoidably rife to a conliderable annual 
amount. 

But notwithflanding thefe, and other difficulties attend- 
ing an infant inttitution, efpecially the late great advance 
in the prices of materials and labour, the aggregate ex- 
pences ol the Mint, are greatly reduced, either from (he 
fuperior knowledge of the perlons employed, gained by 
experience, or from new arrangements found to be more 
advantageous than thofe made on the fpur of the occa- 
fion. This will appear more evident, by a review of the 
progreffive reduction of the contingent expences. in the 
quartet ly accounts rendered into the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and it is hoped that there will be a further progrefs 
in this definable economy. 

\Y hen the prefent Director entered upon the admi- 
ni fixation of the Mint, there was no appropriation of 
money for the purchafe of copper, for the coinage of 
cents. This he clearly forefaw would prove a fource 
of further expence, by often leaving the workmen with- 
out employ. He made application to Congrefs bv their 
committee, on this fubjeft ; but all that was obtained 
was thirteen thoufand dollars, which was coined into 
cents, and returned into the public Treafury, or re- 
mitted for the purchafe of copper, before the rifingof 
Congrefs the laft fpring. No further appropriation 
was made, till it was too late to procure the necell’ary 
importation of copper for the fummer’s coinage, where- 
by much time has been lott, and fome confiderable ex- 
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pence of workmen has been added to the fummer’s 
account. 

It is now hoped, from the prefent arrangement, no 
fuch inconvenience will arife hereafter ; but a conti- 
nual and ample fupply of copper coinage be produ- 
ced adequate to the public wants. 

As the laws relative to the Mint now (land, the 
officers are obliged to pay to each depofitor the coins 
arifing from his depofit, in drift order, and to referve 
three pieces of coin from each mafs; yet no appropri- 
ation has been made to replace the referves, or to 
make good the wattage : it is therefore impoflible for 
the officers of the Mint to comply with the law ; and 
the depotttors complain of being kept out of their 
property, till provision is made by Congrefs for their 
relief. 

By a number of new half-johannes brought to the 
Mint for allaying, faid to have been coined in the 
United States, it appears that a coinage for that pur- 
pofe is carried on in fome ttate in the Union. Some of 
thefe are found to be under ttandard in their quality, 
and between two and three penny-weights lefs than 
their true weight. Thefe are facts which the Direftor 
thinks it his duty to communicate to the Prefident. 

From the various experiments made lince the eftab- 
liffiment of the Mint, it is found unneceffary to make 
ufe of filver in alloying of gold, unlefs it is for the 
purpofe of beautifying the coin ; in which cafe it 
ttiould be compofed at the proportion of one-third 
filver to two-thirds copper. 

By the following abttrafts of the bullion and coin 
received and ittued from the Mint, fmce its firtt eltab- 
liffiment, may be feen, as well the nature of the de- 
polits made, as the coins returned to the Treafury, 
and the dates of the receipts and ilfues to this day, 
with the amount of the copper coinage. 

From this it appears, that there is due for wattage, 
during that period, the quantity of fifteen hundred 
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and ninety-nine ounces, fixteen penny-weights and 
fifteen grains of filver, equal to eighteen hundred and 
forty-five dollars, ninety-five cents and five mills ; 
befides a deficit of eight hundred and forty-four oun- 
ces, feventeen penny-weights and five grains of filver,' 
equal to nine hundred and feventy-four dollars, feven- 
ty-five cents and five mills; making in the whole two 
thoufand eight hundred and twenty dollars and fe- 
venty-one cents ; for which an appropriation ought 
to be made by law, to fatisfy a deficient depofit. 

The Diredtor thinks it necedary to mention, in ex- 
culpation of the former officers of the Mint, that by 
a report made on this fubjedl, it appears that there is 
yet a confiderable quantity of old pots and tell bot- 
toms, from which it is expedted that nearly the 
amount of the deficient filver, as dated above, will 
be extradled.
